Monetary Ideal: 
Rigid Flexibility 


For most people the ongoing monetary 


crisis is a remote issue. It may even seem 
a little insane, what with experts meeting 
lo resolve problems of reflux, credit 
tranche difficulties and interest rate 
disequilibria. The oft-quoted comment of 
Oxford University Professor Peter Op- 
penheimer lends a mad hatter air to the 
whole .situation: It's "hopeless," he said, 
"but not serious." 


The monetary muddle may become 


serious for Americans traveling abroad, 
(hough. The U.S. dollar is now a second 
class currency in Europe and is heavily 
discounted when exchanged for 
local 


currencies at hotels and restaurants. 
Nicholas L. Deak, a foreign exchange 
expert, advises Americans to exchange 
(heir dollars here, rather than over there. 
"It is simply a matter of Western Europe 
having been flooded with dollars," Deak 
said. 


At the end of 1971, there were $!>(> billion 


in the foreign reserves of other nations. 
Since foreigners can no longer exchange 
the dollars for gold, their problem is how

President Nixon hailed the Smithsonian 
Agreement as "the most important event 
in world monetary history." 


Five months later, one monetarist 


wrote with admirable understatement: 
"The 
initial cuporia has already given 


way to widespread disillusionment." For 
one thing, the British pound, revalued 
from $2.40 lo $2.(iO, was set too high. With 
foreign reserves flooding 
out 
of Ihe 


country, Ixindon had little choice last 
June but lo unpeg the pound and "float" it 
on the world markets. 


The firiu'sh decision was especially 


disconcerting for the 
International 


Monetary Fund. It ended hopes that 
permitting 
a 
currency 
lo 
gain 
or 


depreciate from its par value by 2',.'i per 
cent, instead of the previous 1 per cent, 
would end disruptive parity changes. 


In order to tempt dollars back lo the 


United Slates, (he IMF has now urged, 
"insofar as feasible," Ihe lowering of 
short term interest rates in Europe and a 
parallel rise in the United States. But 
significant moves in either direction are 
unlikely. High interest rates here could 
damp down our emerging economic boom 
and lower rates in Europe could wreck 
efforts to control inflation over (here. 


Europeans are infuriated by America's 


refusal 
to take the lead in monetary 


"reform. After 
inflating (heir domestic 


economies to buy American dollars, (hey 
are now stuck with both the dollars and 
inflation.

We meel monthly, 
with the subject matter varied 
each month, hut always about 
electric lines in one form or 
another—streetcars, 
interu- 


rbans, etc. 


The 
organization 
was 


founded in 1938 for the purpose 


of studying electrie railroads 
and for making the history of 
such lines readily available. 
Toward the goal, CERA has 
publised 
112 
different 


publications on electric lines. 
Some years ago, we published 
an extensive history of the 
electric lilies of Michigan- 
including ilnla on the lienton 
Ilarhor-.St. Joseph Railway and 
Light Co. Unfortunately, this 
book is long out-of-print.
